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Kids 9 and 
younger 
can hunt 
deer now 


New law takes effect as 
gun season approaches

MADISON - Children age 9 — and 
much younger if parents choose — will 
be able to deer hunt with an adult Sat- 
urday for the first time in Wisconsin, 
under a newly signed state law. 

On Saturday, Gov. Scott Walker 
signed the measure to allow children 
younger than 10 to hunt if they are ac- 
companied by an adult mentor who 
stays within arm’s length of their 
charge. Licenses for these young hunt- 
ers went on sale Monday. 

State Rep. Joel Kleefisch (R-Ocono- 
mowoc) said when he took his 8-year- 
old daughter hunting, he had to do it in 
Michigan because she wasn’t old 
enough to legally hunt in Wisconsin at

MADISON - When I first started 
hunting, I still believed in Santa Claus. 

As a boy in Kansas, I came to know 
hunting not as something that you did 
but as a way you lived. I shot my first 
rabbit at around 6 and passed a hunter’s 
safety course at 7, getting my hunter’s 
card to sign before I learned to write in 
cursive. 

A law signed by Gov. Scott Walker on 
Saturday will allow children and their 
parents to do some of the same things 
my father and I did as a boy. It’s plenty 
controversial: the legislation allows 
children of any age to hunt if a trained 
adult is within arm’s reach. 

When I tweeted about the Senate’s

Suds for Black Friday 


ll breweries will 
release specials on 
big shopping day

They stand in the cold, fingers 
numb around a bottle of beer. They 
might or might not have slept in the 
car. For sure, they are in line and 
drinking before the sun made an ap- 
pearance. 

On the surface, they are there on 
the day after Thanksgiving for a spe- 
cific, special beer release: Lakefront 
Brewery’s barrel-aged Imperial Stout 
Black Friday beer. 

But the people who line up in the 
cold — an estimated 1,600 people did 
so last year — are there to tap more 
than a rare brew. 

“The first year I went because it 
was a novelty,” said Eric Sullivan, who 
has been to every Lakefront Black Fri- 
day since the first one in 2012. “The 
thing that keeps me coming back is 
the community, the awesome people.” 

Black Friday in Milwaukee is no 
longer just a shopping day — it’s a beer 
lover’s day.

only Milwaukee brewery to have a 
Black Friday event. This year, 11 craft 
brewers and brewpubs have an- 
nounced a special-release beer for the 
day after Thanksgiving, with one 
more doing a release on Thanksgiving 
Eve and another on the Saturday after 
Black Friday. And other local craft- 
beer destinations are having special 
Black Friday events, too. 

The day after Thanksgiving has be- 


come a time when breweries release 
big, unique and creative beers, said 
Steve Pribek of Urban Harvest Brew- 
ing. 

“Our Imperial Chocolate Whiskey 
Stout just happened to be ready at this 
time last year and it fits that descrip- 
tion: big, dark, full-flavored, and just a 
hint boozy. We look to make this a tra-

State studies lanes for driverless vehicles 


I-94 may dedicate space 
to such vehicles thanks 
to Foxconn’s presence

Spurred by Foxconn Technology 
Group and its plans for a mega-factory 
in Racine County, state highway plan- 
ners are studying the possibility of in- 
cluding special lanes for driverless ve- 
hicles on I-94. 

Should that come to pass — and at 
this point it is only something being 
contemplated — it would put Wiscon- 
sin in the vanguard of what many be- 
lieve will be a key part of transporta- 
tion in the future. 

Driverless cars have been devel- 
oped and are being tested, but there 
are no highway lanes dedicated to so- 
called autonomous’ vehicles, a 
spokesman with the U.S. Department

of Transportation said. 

Word of the possible development 
here emerged Monday from Tim 
Sheehy, president of the Metropolitan 
Milwaukee Association of Commerce, 
as he spoke at a meeting of the Greater 
Milwaukee Committee on the chal- 
lenges the region faces in preparing 
for Foxconn. 

Among those challenges are in- 
creased traffic and the problem of get- 
ting huge numbers of workers — Fox- 


conn says it will employ as many as 
13,000 — to a semi-rural area 8 miles 
west of downtown Racine and more 
than 20 miles from downtown Mil- 
waukee. 

But with state money earmarked to 
widen I-94 to eight lanes and plans in 
place to improve local roads, Sheehy 
said regional officials “thought we 
were ahead of the curve” on traffic is- 
sues. 

Then they briefed Foxconn on the 
accomplishments. 

“And we were all dumbstruck,” 
Sheehy said, “when they looked at us 
and said, ‘So where’s the autonomous 
vehicle lane?’ ” 

As a result, he said, state transpor- 
tation planners were asked to consid- 
er the possibility. The Department of 
Transportation is doing just that, a 
spokesman said Monday. 

“Yes, it is something we are looking
